Sewer Plans 
On Council 
Agenda 

Propo.sals to install sewer 
lines in three areas of Sier¬ 
ra Madre will be discus.sed 
by the City Council at the 
next meeting June 23. 

The petitions, which were 
presented to the Council 
about two months ago, call 
for sewer lines in Baldwin 
and Mt. Trail. A third pro¬ 
posed district includes the 
area between Sierra Madre 
Blvd. and Grand View, from 
Baldwin to MJchillinda. 

Also on the Council agen¬ 
da will be proposals to erect 
a master TV antenna on a 
mountain behind the city. 
Three companies have sub¬ 
mitted plans to the city. 

At the last meeting, 
councilmen granted the 
Foothill Area Improvement 
Association a temporary per¬ 
mit to maintain the present 
antenna which was installed 
by Edwin G. Meyer, former 
owner of Meyer TV. 

The cable from this anten¬ 
na has been disconnected by 
the Forest Service, a move 
which killed TV reception in 
many areas of the canyon. 

The Council also will con¬ 
sider bids on the planned 
improvements to Fairview 
Avenue. 


This means that tire develop¬ 
ers will be able to build six 
homos on lots of 11,000 
square feet. Otlier lots in 
the tract — 21 in number — 
must be 15,000 square feet.

Ralph Steele 
Is Ruled 
Insane 

Ralph Steele, 62-year-old 
murder suspect from Sierra 
Madre, was ruled insane last 
week and committed to a 
mental hospital by Pasa¬ 
dena Superior Court Judge 
H, Burton Noble. 

Judge Noble ordered the 
commitment after reading 
reports by two court appoint¬ 
ed psychiatrists, who said 
.Steele is insane now and was 
unbalanced at the time of 
the two offenses. 

He had been charged with 
beating his wife, Isabelle, to 
death with a hammer last 
April 15 and attacking her 
attorney with the same 
weapon the following day. 

If Steele recovers his san¬ 
ity he will be returned to 
Superior Court to stand trial 
for the murder and attack.

City Grows 
29 Per Cent 
In 9 Years 

It is estimated that the 
population of Sierra Madre 
on April 1, 1959, was 9,360, 
an increase of approximately 
600 or 6.9 per cent from the 
total shown by the special 
census of May 15, 1956, ac¬ 
cording to the Department 
of Finance. 

The census of April 1, 1950, 
reported the city’s population 
as 7,273. In the nine years 
since then, it Is estimated 
that the city has added al¬ 
most 2,100 new residents, 
representing a 1950 - 1959 
growth of 28.7 per cent. 

The number of occupied 
dwelling units in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, reported as 2,481 on 
April 1, 1950, increased to 
3,150 at the time of the last 
special census in May, 1956. 
It is estimated that on April 
1, 1959, the number had risen 
to 3,400, 

There has been a decline 
in the number of persons per 
occupied dwelling unit (or 
household) since the census 
of 1950, and the average 
number of persons per house¬ 
hold is estimated at 2.75 at 
the present time.

Bid to Cut School 
Tuition Fee Rejected 

La Canada’s bid to avoid paying 25 per cent of the 
c.'ist of educating “he community’s junior high school 
pupils was rejected Tue.sday night by the Pasadena 
Board of Education. 

The Board, in a firmly worded me.ssage, agreed that 
a tuition formula worked - 


out between La Canada, Sier. 
ra Madre and Pasadena was 
a fair agreement. 

The Sierra Madre Board of 
Education agreed at its last 
meeting to pay the addition¬ 
al cost, which amounts for 
the coming year to $27,056. 

THE FORMULA provides 
that within four years both 
Sierra Madre and La Canada 
will be paying the full cost 
of educating seventh and 
eighth graders in Pasadena. 

La Canada board members 
on June 9 opposed the tuition 
agreement, arguing that Pa¬ 
sadena has a high overhead 
in the high school district. 

The La Canadans also 
said that what they don’t 
pay in tuition to educate the 
junior high students “is 
made up to a great extent 
by high school taxes paid 
directly by La Canada tax¬ 
payers.” , 


Leslie C. Tupper, a mem¬ 
ber of the La Canada board, 
reportedly told Walter T. 
Shatford II that La Canada 
may refuse to pay the ad¬ 
ditional cost of educating its 
junior high youngsters. Mr. 
Shatford is on the Pasadena 
School Board. 

The estimated La Canada 
cost for the coming .year is 
$91,089. 

THE PASADENA board did 
agree, however, to write La 
Canada’s tuition contract for 
one year instead of three as 
proposed. 

Board members agreed 
that the financial picture 
might changq enough in that 
time to outdate the three- 
year agreement. » 

If the districts are unable 
to reach an agreement, a 
formula for payment will be 
.set up by the County Board 
of Education.

Save 2 Lives 
With New 
Equipment 

A new city resuscitator 
combined with fast action 
by the local Police Depart¬ 
ment has been credited with 
saving two lives recently. 

G. Norman Kennedy, 521 
E. Orange Grove, told how 
his 5-year-old son, Jimmy, 
“was given medication on 
May 20 which apparently re¬ 
sulted in his death.” 

HIS HEART had stopped 
beating, said Mr. Kennedy, 
and there was no visible res¬ 
piration. The medicine ap¬ 
parently was too strong. 

Mrs. Kennedy, who was 
alone with the child, called 
the police who sent the re¬ 
suscitator crew immediately. 
The youngster was soon 
breathing and is now re¬ 
ported out of danger. 

Mr. Kennedy said an offi¬ 
cer from the Police Depart¬ 
ment here called at his home 
a few days ago to see how 
the boy was doing. 

The incident, said Kenne¬ 
dy, demonstrates the value 
of the city’s having proper 
equipment available for 
emergencies. 

THE CITY had bought the 
resuscitator only about three 
weeks ago to replace an out¬ 
moded one. 

The same day it was used 
for the Kennedy boy, the re¬ 
suscitator saved the life of 
an 18-month-old Pasadena 
baby that was having con¬ 
vulsions.

Edison Co. 
Completes 
8-Mile Tunnel 


One of the biggest tunnels 
ever dug in the West—eight 
miles through solid granite 
—has been completed, it 
Was announced yesterday by 
P. J. Langlie, Edison district 
manager. 

Two digging crews, blast¬ 
ing towards each other with 
explosives, met deep in the 
heart of a mountain in the 
High Sierra, 65 miles north¬ 
east of Fresno, 

The tunnel, 20 feet in di¬ 
ameter, will link Southern 
California Edison Company’s 
“Mammoth Pool” dam, now 
under construction, with a 
powerhouse which will gen¬ 
erate 126,000 kilowatts of 
electricity for Southern and 
Central California. 

One of the highest earth- 
fill dams in the world, 
"Mammoth Pool” may also 
be one of the last great hy¬ 
droelectric projects in the 
West. Most of the good hydro 
sites, those large enough to 
be economically feasible, 
have already been develop¬ 
ed, according to Edison engi¬ 
neers. 

The dam is scheduled to 
be completed shortly after 
the first of the year, and the 
entire project will be fin¬ 
ished in time to store the 
melting mountain snows 
next spring. 

Constructed at a cost of 
$49,600,000, the Mammoth 
Pool project will add another 
important link to Edison’s 
$200,000,000 Big Creek chain 
of reservoirs, dams and pow¬ 
erhouses in the High Sierra.

ROOSTERFISH — Anyhow, 
Dick Shaver, skipper of Pier- 
point’s Hornet, reported 
sighting a roosterfish cruis¬ 
ing near the surface one 
early morning last week in 
Toyon Bay, Catalina. Roost¬ 
ers normally are habitues of 
the California Gulf, rarely 
taken elsewhere. The 
roosterfish, so-called beca*ise 
of his fork-like dorsal fin, 
is much prized as a game- 
fish, noted particularly for 
his tremendous .speed and 
power. I’ve taken roosters at 
Loreto (Gulfside, Baja), but 
my bffegest trophy barely 
edged the five-pound mark. 
Fifty-pounders, however, are 
not uncommon.

Esten, also of the Yellowtail 
Jig, guested on Bob Gross’ 
boat on a trek to the Deep 
Hole (55 miles north of Pt. 
Dume by fast outboard), 
took limits of bull bass (cali¬ 
co over five pounds)—on 
the Jerry-Jig, of course. . . . 
the day after, I fished in¬ 
side of the Paradise Cove 
barge and the kelp, sacked 
eight calico (released half 
dozen small ones), two log 
barracuda . . . my rig was 
a freshwater spinning outfit, 
six-pound mono, no leaders, 
number eight hook . . . one 
of the bass hit 10 pounds. . .. 

Pierpolnt employes Bill 
Nott and Dick Conde worked 
the Long Beach Federal 
Breakwater late last week 
near dusktime (7:30 p.m.). 
In two hours took 43 calico 
and bull bass (half that 
number were immediately 
released so as to stay within 
the legal limit of ten) . . .

WHY PRINTED 
CIRCUITS ARE 
MORE COSTLY 
TO REPAIR! 

The printed circuit is de¬ 
signed to eliminate the wires 
in the radio or television. It 
is an etching on a plastic 
board that is used In a radio 
or television on which are 
also mounted tube sockets, 
resistors, transformers, etc. 
This process is very satisfac¬ 
tory in the manufacturing 
end to save time and money 
BUT the cost of repair has 
increased considerably due 
to poor construction, expand¬ 
ing of the board due to heat, 
bending of the board in mov¬ 
ing the set or removing 
tubes, ^and aging of the 
board causes printed sections 
to come loose from the board. 
Just about all with several 
exceptions of the manufac¬ 
turers use printed circuits 
and some add to the insult 
by placing the circuit in a 
position making service very 
difficult or hiding the circuit. 
When the printed circuit 
breaks the break is usually 
too small to see with the 
naked eye and sometimes 
too small to detect with most 
testing devices. Wiring cir¬ 
cuits had very very little 
trouble with the wiring part 
of it so printed circuits was 
not an improvement but just 
a way to make it cheaper 
but in the long run will cost 
the customer more and the 
service man will get the 
blame, not the manufacturer 
who made the set. The vast 
majority of service men de¬ 
test the printed circuit be¬ 
cause it makes more work 
and he has to charge more 
so he has a rough time get¬ 
ting his bill and the cus¬ 
tomer is unhappy. For a tele¬ 
vision that does not use 
printed circuits call this as¬ 
sociated dealer . . .
